Riverside County chapter was 
host for the occasion and Mrs.

Speaker of the day, introduced 
by Mrs. D’Eliscu, was Colonel 
Earle R. Sarles, com m anding of­ 
ficer of Camp Anza. His subpect 
was “W hat the M ilitary Expects 
of the Red Cross.” 


TELLS OF AID 


Colonel Sarles said th at the 
subject assigned him was a m is­ 
nomer, the m ilitary had never 
had a n opportunity to expect any­ 
thing of the Red Cross because 
all th e ir needs had been an tici­ 
pated. As an exam ple he quoted 
the on-the-spot service of a Red 
Cross field director and his staff 
w hich sailed w ith Colonel S arles’ 
command, the 164th Infantry, to 
New Caledonia. 
“T hey had no supplies,' said 
Colonel Sarles, 
“because there 
was no shipping space for even 
the least of them , im portant as 
they were. We all landed together 
—as fa r as recreationel supplies 
were concerned, alm ost em pty- 
handed—and after the first few 
weeks, even so sim ple a thing as 
w riting 
paper 
was 
practically 
non-existent. W hen appealed to, 
the 
Red 
Cross 
field 
director 
prom ptly 
produced, 
apparently 
from nowhere, some 3000 sheets 
of p ap er to be apportioned to our 
3500 men. W ith sim ilar searching 
out, he soon scraped together day 
room s for each of our hospitals, 
even managed to get cigarettes, 
magazines and m ore w riting pap­ 
er fo r the w ounded who poured 
in from Tulagi and from G uadal­ 
canal. 


IMPORT MOVIES 


“F o r the able-bodied, he and 
his staff im ported tw o 16 mm. 
film projectors from Sydney and 
toured the sector w ith a m ovie 
every ten days. A t tim es w e had 
as m any as 10,000 m en depending 
on these projectors for th eir en­ 
tertainm ent. 
“H e w ent farther. One of my 
finest officers received w ord that 
his w ife had been operated on 
and w as seriously ill, though her 
letters mentioned nothing of this. 
F rantic but helpless, he an d I 
called upon the Red Cross m an, 
who pu t into action the gigantic 
m achinery of Red Cross profes­ 
sional and volunteer staff.

Problems, Describes State's Activities 


H arold B utterfield, county probation officer, Monday night a d ­ 
dressed a m eeting of the Palm Springs Parent-T eachers association 
on the Y outh Problem , discussing the situation in an inform al m an­ 
ner and answ ering questions of the group present. 


Mr. Butterfield outlined 
the<?- 
history o f 
juvenile delinquency 
legislation and th e laws now in 
effect in the state. He explained 
the legislation w hich form ed the 
Youth A uthority and how it acts 
in the state to handle all cases 
involving young people up to the 
age of 23. 


ONE JURISDICTION 


U nder 
the 
Y outh A uthority 
four different 
bureaus 
dealing 
w ith youth problem s under four 
different heads h ave been com­ 
bined u n d er one leadership and 
all law s affecting youth are now 
under th e ju risd ictio n of 
the 
A uthority. 
The only difficulty, 
the speaker said, is that there is 
only one 
paid 
director. 
The 
other m em bers o f the A uthority 
are only part tim e w orkers or 
volunteers. 
Mr. B utterfield said an inter­ 
esting fact was th e drop of the 
average age of th e juvenile de­ 
linquent from 19 years to 
16 
years. M ost of th e delinquents 
are the result of broken homes 
and this 
does 
not necessarily 
m ean divorces. T he decline in the 
old hom e life has been respon­ 
sible for a rise in delinquency. 


AVOID RECORDS 


P robation officers, he said, pre­ 
fer th a t the problem s of youth 
be handled by th e A uthority be­ 
fore th ey get into their hands. 
In th a t way, he explained, the 
child has no police record. 
“If

can 
be 
straightened out by sym pathetic 
handling, 
the 
child 
can 
be 
straightened out, Mr. Butterfield 
said. H e cited several “off 
the 


record” instances in proving his 
point.

The principal objection of the 
city to the present set-up is finan­ 
cial. The V illage is second high­ 
est assessed in the county but 
could be outvoted by o th e r com­ 
m unities in th e proposed zone in 
which it is, th u s paying th e heav­ 
iest p art of th e costs for work 
which would be of no benefit 
here.
